lowed to matriculate who has not passed 
both oral imd written examination in 
academical studies; (2) to secure an or- 
dinance creating iu each State or Terri- 
tory a board of medical examiners who 
shall have no connection wibh any medi- 
cal school, and which shall be reqmired 
to examine all applicants for license to 
practice medicine in their lespective 
States 
Proposition 2—That the faculties of the 


various medical institutions shall call i 
convention for the purpose of adopting a 
more uniform system, requiring some 
knowledge of the classics and a four- 
years' term of study, that any school re- 
fusing to enter into such a scheme shall 
be excluded from the American Medical 
Association, and its alumni not recog- 
nized as members of the profession.

In Moscow—that favorite nest of tha old 


clannish Russian nobility, proud of ite una- 
dulterated Slavonic origin—there exists, aide 
>y side with the Indolent uobles, yet entirely 
apart from them, a large class of old, wealthy 
merchants' families. 
Russian merchants, 


JB itiemarked, aie entirely unlike their Eng 
ish colleagues in that they positively scorn 
to associate with the nobles and frown down 
any attempts of their children to uitei mm i y 
with children of the worthiest of nobles 


It must be owned that educated men and 


women uiu not at a premium in the old type 
men hant families, where it is still hold that 
too much book learning spoils the young 
people for peaceful mm cantile pursuits. Yet, 
nowadays, it is not among the nobles, but 
among the rich mere hauts,that 01 e to be found 
the most liberal pati ons of art and science. 


It is in old Moscow where lives the enlight- 


ened philanthropist, that unselfish disciple of 
science the merchant s son, Soldatenkof, who 
quietly spends bis large fortune on the publish- 
ing of such valuable woi ks of science—trans- 
lated and original—as would not be likely to 
find many readers, and arc, therefore, not 
brought out by the average publisher Sol 
datenkof, however, brings out a number of 
such commercially unprofitable woiks owl 
sells them at a reasonable prico, conferring 
thereby immeasurable blessing1: on tlie Rus- 
sian students and scientific men. 


RESTAURANT O» THE LOWBR CLASS 


It is among the merchants of Moscow 


again that we find the Botkins—those cele- 
brated patrons of ai t—the Mamontofs, the 
Solodovnlkofs and others, whose art collec 
tions are treasures in their kind; whose 
dwellings are highly comfortably and artist- 
ically appointed residences—not the pro- 
verbial palaces of the ignorant merchant 
princes, bent only on showing what fabulous 
sums they can put into a house and its deco- 
rations. There are merchants' sons again 
who themselves are artists of renown, such, 
for instances, as the distinguished painter, N 
V. Pevrev, who mokea a specialty of histor 
leal subjects. 


In Siberia, where they are more left to 


themselves, the Russian millionaire mer- 
chants, owners of valuable mines, are more 
given to practical enterprise, some of such 
send out ships on Arctic expeditions, or com- 
mission them to find issues out of the mouth 
of the Lena river through the Arctic Ice, and 
clear roads on toward European poits 
Others again, bent more for the gratification 
of self, build first class river steamers of th< 
American system, they build them solely to? 
their personal comfort, as a man would bullp 
a yacht, there being no tegular lino ol 
steamers on the Siberian rivers, and, tra\el 
ing on those steamers, their owners give free 
rides to all applicants, to the lowest as wel 
as the highest standing men of the surround 
lag country 


The rich and enlightened merchants of the 


provincial cities of Russia proper are gener 
ally to be classed, as to their tendencies, as 
standing midway between the favorite pur 
suits of the merchants of Moscow and those 
of Siberia 


Merchants^)! the old type, still very igno- 


rant and often bigoted, spend their sin plus 
money chiefly in feasting, and often gohi£ 
even on sprees, in distributing alms to beg- 
gars with a lavish bond, in feeding the in- 
mates of jails, In adorning the churches, am 
in such adifployof luxury as best qualifies 
their individual vanity 


Thcie would remain, of course, much to 


be said of the pursuits of other sets of the 
middle cloi>3—such us «' e not endowed with 
too many worldly goods 
Here would have 


to come in the inei chants of thu "second one 
third guilds," the pooler government em-

ployes, country surveyors, superintendents ol 
estates, officers of garrisons and the poorer 
regiments of the line, as well as families o: 
thoroughly impoverished nobles It can be 
justly uld, however, of people of that 
description in geueralj that they are all lead 
ing more or less humdrum, clannish lives 
rarely turning from the coualdei atioii o: 
their own immediate wants and pursuits 
finding their best recreation iu drinking iei 
and lunching in cheap restaurants, and are 
(lowly but surely tending to obliterate al 
traits that distinguish them from the lower 
classes of the empire.
